Many cabins on the port side 
had been wrecked, and to add to 
the confusion, the electric light 
failed.

In the bowels of the 
ship the crew fought the fires 
caused by the shelling. 

Passengers, choked and blinded, 
struggled into alleyways in the 
darkness, groping for staircases 
and lifts.

Two badly wounded boys from 
the engine room staff, Stickfuss 
by name, were found lying close 
by their quarters. They had been 
hit by splinters in going to their 
emergency stations 

Their father was aboard the 
Rangitane. When the order came 
“abandon ship.” he carried his 
boys to a lifeboat. They were so

seriously injured that they died in 
German hands a few days after- 
wards. 

On the boat deck were more 
wounded people, one of whom 
owes his life to the fact that the 
crew wrenched a door off its 
hinges and placed -him in a life- 
boat. Two stewardesses had been 
killed outright and another buried 
so deeply beneath the debris that 
she could not be rescued, though 
still alive. 


Women Were

One shell burst near a group of 
cabins occupied by women pas- 
sengers A girl travelling to Eng- 
land to become a war nurse was 
blown through a hole and landed 
on the deck below. Another 
woman, wounded in the face and 
arms, was dragged out of a 
wrecked cabin and got into a life- 
boat 

Cabin furniture was smashed 
into matchwood. Women in their 
night attire fought their way 
through the smoking wreckage. 
But there was no panic.

sengers and crew were going up- 
stairs in orderly fashion

The Germans themselves were 
becoming a little anxious, They 
must have intercepted the Rangi- 
tane’s wireless message asking for 
seaplanes to come to her aid, for 
a launch flying the Swastika ap- 
peared in the midst of the life- 
boats.

Abandon ship, can’t you, before 
the aeroplanes come.” 

More shells came whizzing over 
to add force to his words. It was 
obvious that the raiders wanted 
to get away before British bombs 
could attack them. 

Captain Upton replied that they 
were making all possible speed 
Boat after ooat was pulling away 
in the direction of the raiders, 
and everybody who could possibly 
be rescued was now in compara- 
tive safety.

That puts the Nazi casualties 
definitely at something more than 
a million and a half, and the 
Russians are adding thousands to 
this awful total with every day 
that passes. 

No sane person can deplore this 
slaughter of the enemy, ghastly 
though it be, because the Ger- 
mans cannot be brought to their 
senses until they are convinced 
that war will not profit them. 

They show no mercy to others 
and they deserve none for them- 
selves But I believe that the 
crust of their arrogance is wear- 
ing thin and that the crack—the 
inevitable crack—will show itself 
much sooner than any of our 
leaders have thought it wise for 
us to expect.

It was saved by 
the devotion and courage and skill 
of its fighter pilots—“ the few to 
whom so many owe so much.” 

Now the Premier tells us that we 
have assembled in the Near East 
not only an army of three-quarters 
of a million men, but a greater air 
force than was needed to win the 
first Battle of Britain! 

Think that over. Surely it is not 
so much a change as a transforma- 
tion scene. Personally I have no 
doubt that the balance of power is 
now weighted in our favour. 

And, if you ask me why Hitler 
wants to see Von Leeb take Lenin- 
grad “quickly and at all costs.” I 
tell you that, in my opinion, he is 
desperate to score a spectacular 
success, lest the fear that is in the 
heart of Germany should swell and 
burst in panic disaster.
